H. Collins, Managing 
Director of the Canadian Fish and 
Cold Storage Co., Prince Rupert, 
is at present in England, where he 
will call fur tenders for building six- 
teen fùhinir vi M Is to te used in the 
waters of the Pacific adjacent to the 
plant next April. 

The Company will commence busi- 
ness and the vessels must be built 
and delivered by tint time. The 
pany is capitalized at $1,500,000 and 
the plant will rust when Completed 
close on $500,000 and will lie the 
largest of its kind in the world. 

The buildings of the Company at 
Prince Hupert are of reinforced con- 
crete built at one end of the har- 
bor, and will be fitted up with the 
best modern machinery.

graphically to the eye. in a word, 
the whole aetioii must be a perfect 
symphony— there must he an exact 
harmony of every part or the piece 
fails." 

After be bad explained play writing 
from the craftsman's point of view, 
he explained his ideas on the purpose 

of plays. A moral purpose, he urged, 
is not the main thing about a play; 
but rather the play is the vehicle 
Which exploits the moral. "It is a 
fine thiiiL' to have higher ideals m 
t. vine. I in the plot; but it is far 
more important to have a good, 
strong plot in which to place the 
higher ideal."

concrete us the caisson is sunk ami 
the length of the caisson is increas- 
ed as needed by adding cylindrical 
sections. The top of the caisson is 
provided with an air lock which acts 
as an Intermediate chamber between 
the pressure in the caisson and that 
of the atmosphere, The inner cylin- 
der is provided with two divisions 
forming a mnnway and bucket ways 
to the excavation chamber helow 
which "sand hogs" are at work. 
Mr. Allaire pointed out by menus of 
an illustrator of the interior ol the 
excavation chamber that a sand hog 
was an ordinary being like ourselves.
